However, 
there are a minority who delight in 
vandalism and spoil the pleasure of 
others. If you see any form of vandalism 
taking place in the provincial parks 
it should be reported to the staff on 
duty. 

Here is a list of the more common 
forms of vandalism found by parks’ 
staff: 

1, LITTERBUGS scatter refuse, and 
indiscriminately toss away bottles and 
cans. 

2. BREAKERS invade storehouses, 
they break windows, grates. fireplaces, 
globes, fixtures, trees, monuments, 
signs, barriers and gates. 

8. REMOVERS devise clever methods 
to remoye signs or dismantle tables, 
equipment and shelters.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


AUGUST 21, 1914 
Drowning at Cannington 

Much excitement was occasioned in 
the village Saturday when it became 
known that the bright 3-year-old son 
of George Halward, of Peace Street was 
missing. The little fellow was in the 
habit of going to the home of his 
grandfather, George Halward, Sr., and 
was there during the afternoon. It ap- 
peared however, he fell in with some 
little companions who were playing a- 
bout the mill dam and race of the 
power house.

Ten years of friendship 


1964 marks the tenth anniversary of 
the friendship between the Fort Henry 
Guard of Kingston, Ontario, Canada 
and the United States Marine Corps. 
The Washington visit is the second time 
that the Guard has visited the United 
States capital to participate in joint 
ceremonies, The United States Marine 
Corps has been the guest of the Guard 
at Fort Henry on three occasions dur- 
ing the last ten years. 

In August, 1954 headquarters units 
of the U.S. Marine Corps marched a- 
cross the drawbridge at Old Fort Henry 
to the roll of drums. The Marines were 
142 years late. 

On November 10th, 1812 the Ameri- 
can war fleet on Lake Ontario, with a 
detachment of U.S. Marines on board, 
made an assault upon the British naval 
base at Kingston. They failed, in part, 
because of the battery of guns on Point 
Henry, the site of Kingston’s present 
font: 

Until that 1954 afternoon, the U.S. 
Marine Corps had never officially cross- 
ed the international boundary. Thus 
began one of the most unusual military 
friendships in the world. 

As a token of their friendship, the 
Marines presented the Guard with a 
Marine Corps drum, one of three units 
in the world whom the U.S.M.C. has 
so honoured. In return, the Guard turn- 
ed over to the Marine Corps the only 
duplicate set of keys in existence to 
the doors and powder magazines of 
Fort Henry. 

The deepest symbol of friendship of 
these two units was the acceptance, 
during the 1955 Washington visit, by 
the then Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, General Lemuel C. Shepherd, Jr. 
of the position of Honorary Command- 
er of the Guard. In his honour the 
Guard always goes off parade 
to the strains of the Marine Corps 
Hymn,

Nuclear plants open 
to visitors 


Ontario has two nuclear power sta- 
tions and welcomes yisitors to tour 
them. 

One is a 20,000-kilowatt plant on 
the Ottawa River and the other, 10 
times more powerful, is at Douglas 
Point on Lake Huron. Information 
centres at both stations exhibit plant 
models and films that explain atomic 
energy and its application to the gen- 
eration of electricity and guides are 
always available. 

The smaller complex is Canada’s 
first atomic generating station and is 
located on Highway 17, near Rolphton, 
northwest of Deep River. Here, visitors 
are treated to a dramatic view of the 
modern plant from an outdoor ob- 
Servation platform, 

The Douglas Point station lies on the 
Lake Huron coast, just off Highway 
21, about mid-way between Kincardine 
and Port Hlgin, and its white-domed 
reactor building has become a local 
landmark. Tourists here are greeted by 
uniformed guides and shown through 
a reception building housing interesting 
displays. There’s a 150-seat theatre 
and a 25-foot high observation deck 
for viewing and photo taking, 

Upwards of 160,000 visitors have 
toured the Douglas Point plant since it 
opened in 1961, Both centres are op- 
erated by Atomic Pnergy of Canada 
Ltd. and Ontario Hydro and are open 
to visitors daily all summer long.

Lindsay, because of its association 
with Sir Sam Hughes has a place in 
history and yet the town does little 
to recognize the man’s genius and a- 
bility. Most communities having such 
a famed native son would have named 
parks, roads and buildings after him 
and found ways to honour his mem- 
ory. But not Lindsay. ; 

“The associations of contemporary 
times haye distorted his weaknesses”, 
said former premier Leslie M. Frost, in 
a letter to ‘The Post” published a few 
weeks ago, “and I think most unfairly. 
I hope that history will place in true 
perspective what the man was able to 
accomplish when Canada, with only a 
few days warning, was translated into 
a new age with unheard of demands on 
a Nation which was then less than 
fifty years old.... Hughes’ accomplish- 
ments stand out like mountains against 
his weaknesses”. 

“Sam” was first, last and all the time 
a Canadian, writes Wilfred Bovey in 
“The Legionary”. “He was also an 
equalitarian. He put on no airs of 
superiority. Even after he had been 
made a knight and made himself a ma- 
jor-general, a lieutenant who knew 
‘him could still call him “Sam”. 

Hughes career like many another 
ended in a darkened sunset, but while 
he was in power he was a driver like 
Churchill. 

This is the fiftieth anniversary of 
the outbreak of World War One, whose 
bloody course continued until 1918.

Waterpipe system for 
Gardeners 


A ‘Do-it-yourself’ waterpipe system 
for gardeners, exhibited at the Paris 
Flower Show, was one of the British 
products reported on recently in the 
BBC General Overseas Service pro- 
gramme ‘New Ideas’. 

“The kit comprises 75 feet of half- 
inch polythene tube,” reported Robin 
Richards, “an On-Off valve, a tap and 
various joints (T-joints, elbow joints 
and so on).

When as- 
sembled, it provides a number of easy 
plug-in water points, the pipes them- 
selves can either be buried or left on 
the surface”.

A Commonwealth of 
750 Million 


Tt is election year in Great Britain 
The most likely date canvassed at the 
present time is October 15th, but this 
is quite unofficial. The most likely re- 
sult (again this is unoffical, but accord- 
ing to Britain’s army of bookmakers) is 
that the Conservatives will get in a- 
gain — by 30. They base their bets 
on the various national opinion polls 
which appear in different papers each 
week: 

But the result of an election is more 
difficult to forecast than, shall we say, 
the sale of washing machines over the 
next five years. Wise old campaigners 
know just how wrong you €an go in 
your forecasts. : 

Those in opposition have cast wither- 
ing scorn on the decline (and fall, 
they say, unless they are returned to 
power) of the British Hmpire. But 
they have failed to take a look at a 
lusty child called the Commonwealth 
which is growing up and which js going 
to have a loud voice in world affairs. 

The Commonwealth today has a pop- 
ulation of 750 million people — nearly 
a quarter of the world’s population. 
In Britain there are some 53 million 
and a further $2 million in Australia, 
Canada and New Zealand. Another 640 
million live in countries which have 
become independent since the war. Last 
month (July) Malawi (Nyasaland) be- 
came independent, and later this year 
Northern Rhodesia will assume inde- 
pendence. 

The strange thing about the Com- 
monwealth is that it is a free associa- 
tion of very diverse sovereign states 
and their dependencies. There is no 
central administration and each has in- 
dependent links with non-Common- 
wealth countries. But at government 
levels the essence of the Common- 
wealth relationship is close and con- 
tinuous consultation. The aim is the 
fullest possible agreement on matters 
of common concern. 

But Commonwealth economies are in- 
creasingly dependent on world con- 
ditions, a point which is not missed by 
all the Commonwealth leaders when 
they met in London, the mother capital. 
Over two-thirds of total Commonwealth 
exports now go to non-Commonwealth 
markets. 

In 1968 Britain sent 29 per cent of 
her total exports, valued at $11,876,- 
000,000, to other Commonwealth coun- 
tries, and took 82 per cent from the 
Commonwealth in the way of total im- 
ports. The rest of Britain’s export trade 


Summer safety tips 
from St. John 


Some people can work unprotected 
in poison ivy patches for years without 
ill effects. Others develop severe cases 
of poison ivy “dermatitis” from the 
slightest contact with the plant. But 
no one is completely imune to its toxic 
sap, and the old wives’ tale about eat- 
ing a few leaves in the early spring to 
puild up a resistance te it could be dis- 
astrous, 

St. John Ambulance claims the only 
real imunity is avoiding all contact with 
the noxious weed — which may not be 
as easy as it sounds. Growing every- 
where in the Dominion except New- 
foundland, it can adapt itself to almost 
any soil from beach sand to garden 
loam: And it changes appearance with 
the season and location so that recogni- 
tion is always difficult. 

Sometimes the leaves are smooth and 
sometimes toothed, sometimes they are 
green and sometimes brownish, some- 
times shiny, sometimes dull. The ber- 
ries may be greenish-yellow, white and 
waxy, or brownish in colour. It can 
take the shape of a dwarf, shrubby 
plant or a long creeping vine. In fact, 
the only really consistent thing about it 
is that each of its leaves has three 
leaflets. 

Every part of the plant — its leaves, 
stems, flowers, fruits, and roots — 
contains toxic juices which can cause 
anything from a mild rash to acute dis- 
tress and sickness. This sap does not 
evaporate and can be transmitted on 
the fur of animals, tools or picnic out- 
fits, or in droplets in the smoke of 
burning ivy. 

The first sign of contact with the — 
poisonous juices is a mild itching, fol- 
lowed by a slight blush of the skin. As 
the itching sensation increases, watery 
blisters begin to develop to become 
anything from pimple-like spots to ooz- 
ing sores. 

St. John recommends treating milder 
cases of poison ivy dermatitis by wash- 
ing affected areas in soap and warm 
water. then applying rubbing alchohol 
and calamine lotion: Oily or greasy sub- 
stances should never be used as they 
are likely to dissolve the toxic plant 
Juices and spread them. To relieve in- 
tense itchiness, add one percent of 
phenol to the calamine lotion, 

Similar skin irritations are caused 
by two other, rarer plants: the poison 
sumac of southern Ontario and Quebec 
and the poison oak of southern Van-

CORN- ON-THE-COB 
SEASONAL TREAT 

Tender, juicy corn, smoth- 
ered in butter, highlights many 
August meals, The! special 
flavour of corn-on-the-cob de- 
pends on its freshness; it is 
best to eat corn soon after 
picking, before the kernels 
toughen and the sugar changes 
to starch. Some corn on the 
market now is hydro-cooled, 
that is cooled quickly under 
running water. This helps to 
preserve the fresh flavor and 
juicyness of the corn. Food 
specialists at MacDonald Insti- 
tute, Guelph recommend buy- 
ing corn with bright green, 
glossy husks, shiny moist silks 
and even rows of plump ker- 
nels. 

Corn-on-the-cob must be cook- 
ed quickly until just tender 
for perfect eating quality. Re- 
move husk and silk, leaving a 
piece of stem for easier hand- 
ling. Drop immediately into a 
large kettle of boiling salted 
water, When water returns 
to the boil, cook corn four to 
eight minutes, or until the milk 
is set and the kernels slip from 
the cob when pricked with a 
fork. Remove corn from 


| water, cover with a napkin and 


serve at once. 

Roasted corn makes a deli- 
cious treat with a barbecue 
meal. Sprinkle husks with 


| water and lay ears on grill or 


well-burned down coals. Roast 
eight to ten minutes, turning 
frequently. Husked corn may 
also be roasted in aluminum 
foil. Sprinkle corn with water; 
brush with butter and season- 
ings, Wrap tightly in foil and 
roast ten minutes. 

Herb butters add a touch of 
glamour to corn-on-the-cob, 
Blend finely chopped fresh 
parsley and a little onion salt 
with butter. Snipped chives, 
celery salt, thyme or ground 
tumeric also make tasty addi- 
ions to butter for corn-on-the- 
cob. During August fresh 
Ontario grown sweet corn is at 
its’ peak. Enjoy it often.

Make Seat Belts 
a Habit 


Many more people were killed and 
maimed over the weekend and a num- 
ber of fatalities occurred in Lindsay and 
district. Whether any of those killed 
would have been saved by the use of 
seat belts js, of course, impossible to 
say, however the occupant of a modern 
motor vehicle can be a great deal safer 
in traffic than at any time in the 
history of the automobile. The cars 
of today contain numerous items de- 
signed for driver and passenger pro- 
tection in an accident. 


With skilful, sensible driving today’s 
motorists can go for years without an 
accident. at the same time, he cannot 
know when another driver will take 
that one risk — and fail, bringing 
disaster to the careful one. That is 
the split-second moment when the lit- 
tle things become important. 


One of the little things is the seat 
belt. When it is worn it can save a life. 
Tf it is not worn it can do nothing. 

Scientific research, controlled tests, 
and studies have proven some 500 
Canadians would stay alive each year 
if everybody wore seat belts. The seyer- 
ity of injuries would be reduced by more 
than one-third if everybody wore belts. 


And remember, three out of four 
traffic deaths occur within 25 miles of 
home. ;

Law Enforcement 


The scenes of mob violence in a 
number of cities in the United States 
in recent weeks leads us to reflect 
on the subject of police — the most 
criticized unjustly treated and mis- 
understood public servants we have. 

And yet, although we criticise them, 
without them we would have no law 
and our town and cities would be 
operated under the law of the jungle. 

Antipathy by many to law enforce- 
ment officers is just one thing the 
officers have to contend with. Many 
of the public are neither against them 
or for them. That is, he is for them 
when his house is robbed and against 
them when he gets a speeding ticket. 

Police endure insults from punks 
and drunks, irate motorists and dis- 
gruntled troublemakers and yet keep 
remarkably calm and even tempered 
at all times. 

And the policeman’s life is restricted 
in a way most of us wouldn’t tolerate. 
He cannot drink as much as he would 
like even in his own home, he can’t 
take part in politics and he cannot 
strike. He cannot join a union or dis- 
cuss his grievances with any but his 
supervisors. He can’t smoke on duty 
or seek legal advice. 

And does he get well paid for his 
work? He does not, and there is con- 
sequently no wonder police recruits are 
hard to get. Who wants to be a servant 
of a critical public, and risk one’s life 
for less money than an intelligent man 
can earn in almost any other job. No 
wonder the Ontario Provincial Police 
are short staffed. 


Soil testing goes modern 

The biggest obstacle in soil testing 
has been the great volume of paper 
work involved. Last year about 50,000 
soil samples were analyzed by the Soils 
Department at the 0.A. C., Guelph, 
says Professor T. J. Heeg. 

The work in interpreting this data 
and transferring it to individual forms 
was a problem, especially as most of 
the samples were received in November 
and December to be analyzed for 
spring planting. Computers are now 
being used to drastically reduce this 
job. 

The computer is fed the laboratory 
data from samples plus a list of man- 
agement practices. These practices in- 
clude manure applied, straw or stalks 
plowed down, or kind of sod plowed 
down and the crop to be grown, This 
information is important and it must 
accompany the samples sent in before 
fertilizer recommendations can be 
made. All of this information goes 
into the computer in the form of 
punched cards and the result is a print- 
ed report. This information is sent to 
local agricultural offices where train- 
ed personnel suggest what form of 
fertilizer should be used on the crop. 

The number of farmers uning soil 
testing in their crop planting pro- 
grams has increased 4 times over the 
past 5 years, As this is likely to continue 
it is advisable to take samples as 
Soon after harvest as possible so that 
results will be returned well before 
planting time, Dept. of Agriculture.

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The Uniforms and Units 
of the Fort Henry Guard 


The Fort Henry Guard comprises 
three basic units — artillery, in- 
fantry and fife and drum corps. Hach 
Guardsman is trained to participate 
in at least three duties. 

The uniforms worn by the Guard are 
authentic replicas of those worn by 
British Infa»try Regiments of the Line 
on the afternoon of July 1st, 1867, the 
date of Canada’s Confederation. The 
only difference is in the badges and 
buttons. Where regimental numbers 
used to appear, the initials FHG have 
been substituted. 

Guard uniforms are tailored at the 
Fort. Leather equipment used by the 
Guard is hand-made by, a skilled arti- 
ficer at a shop in the Fort. 

The infantrymen provide daily dis- 
plays of drill and battle tactics within 
the historic St. Lawrence River Fort 
from mid-May to mid-September, These 
are the authentic drills and manoeuvres 
of the army of Queen Victoria, based 
on “Field Hxercises and Evolutions of 
Infantry, 1867.” 

Leading the Guard in all parades are 
the pioneers, the bearded artificers of 
the 19th century army, each wearing 
white leather aprons over full dress 
infantry uniforms, They carry ythe 
pick-axe, saw-sword or felling-axe and 
other implements of their trade, 

Immediately behind the pioneers 
marches the band of the Guard the 
fifers wearing the traditional white 
bandsmen’s tunics, shako (hat) and 
infantry trousers, the drummers res- 
plendent in scarlet tunics with dark 
blue epaulettes and red-crowned braid. 
shakos and infantry trouserss. 

The infantrymen wear dark blue 
shakos with the Fort Henry Guard 
badge, scarlet tunics with dark blue 
facings and dark blue trousers with 
narrow scarlet piping. Small arms car- 
ried by the infantry are Snider Enfield 
577 rifles, orginally issued to Imperial 
troops in 1866, the first breech-loading 
rifle in general use in the British ser- 
vices. 

Men of the artillery unit wear dark 
blue pillbox eaps, tight fitting, dark blue 
stable jackets with scarlet facings and 
dark blue trousers with red artillery 
stripe. 


Summer Safety Tips 


Summertime is insect time and Can- 
adians wishing to enjoy their leisure 
hours away from the city have learn- 
ed that it is necesary to protect them- 
selyes from insect bites with fly dope 
and other repellents. 

But, says St. John Ambulance, there 
is no repellent to guard against the 
stinging parasite of the freshwater 
snail which is responsible for inflicting 
“freshwater itch’ on thousands of 
swimmers each year. 

The microscopic insects have an ef- 
fect similar to that of sandfleas; pro- 
ducing red, itchy welts wherever they 
burrow. But their motives are different. 

Unlike the biting insects of the sur- 
face world, the small parasite is itself 
a victim of circumstance. Attaching it- 
self to the swimmer's body for some 
harmless reason of its own, it becomes 
trapped in drying pools when its new 
host leaves the water and burrows into 
the skin for moisture; causing the ir- 
ritating itch which many people blame 
on water pollution. 

Prevention of “the itch” is usually 
relatively simple. The freshwater snail 
lives only in areas in which there are 
rocks or weeds, and the parasite can 
generally be avoided by confining one’s 
swimming activities to sandy or not too 
muddy beaches, 

Sometimes though, if the swimming 
area is surrounded by rocks or weeds 
and warm weather increases the re- 
production rate of the parasites, evasive 
action is out of the question. Under 
such circumstances, a bath or shower 
with carbolic soap before the skin dries 
will provide added protection, Or. if a 
bath is impossible, a thorough towel- 
ling with a change in bathing costume 
will greatly reduce the effects. 

In the event you do contact a case 
of “the itch”, treatment is the same 
as for many insect bites: apply calamine 
lotion or baking soda to the affected 
area and don’t scratch. 

But, as with blackfly, mosquito and 
sandflea bites, St. John recommends 
prevention rather than cure, 

So if you swim in fresh water this 
summer, keep these points in mind and 
dry yourself thoroughly immediately 
upon emerging.

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The Truth About 
Sunglasses 


Sunglasses can protect against dis- 
comfort, but... no commercial sun- 
glass completely eliminates glare, and 
no commercial sunglass can be used 
for looking at the sun. 

Much misinformation has been pub- 
lished on the use of sunglasses for 
protection against glare and ultra-vio- 


let rays. | 


Sunglasses are not required to pro- 
tect eyes against damage produced by 
exposure to sunlight. Byes are not 
damaged by sunlight unless staring at 
the sun is involved. Sunglasses only 
protect against discomfort produced by 
high intensity illumination. If no dis- 
comfort is experienced in sunlight there 
is no need for sunglasses. 

Two classes of people experience 
discomfort in sunlight: those who have 
actual eye ailments or whose eyes are 
unusually sensitive to light. The group 
with eye ailments should obviously be 
treated by a doctor. The light-sensitive 
group with no disease can obtain 
glasses with properly equipped filters. 

Sunglasses should be worn only in 
bright light, and not at other times 
because they reduce eye tolerance to 
light. Wear them at the beach, for 
driving and working outdoors in bright 
sunlight, but not indoors, unless under 
a sunlamp. 

Individuals who wear sunglasses with 
optical corrections should have clear 
lenses for use out of bright light. This 
is especially important for night driv- 
ing. 

No commercial “sunglasses” can be 
used for looking at the sun. There is 
so much infrared and visible light en- 
ergy in sunlight that looking at an 
eclipse can cause definite retinal dam- 
age. Special lenses are required. 

The lenses should extend far enough 
to cover the entire visual field. For 
that reason, most clip-on sunglass 
lenses are unsatisfactory. 

Color of the glass in important if 
color perception is important to the 
wearer. Drivers, for example, must be 
able to distinguish the colors of traffic 
lights. For others, selection of lens 
color, whether rose, sage green, or 
what not, may be left to the personal 
taste of the buyer. 

There is a great variation in indivi- 
dual sensitivity to glare. Glare is pro- 
duced by one area of the visual field be- 
ing brighter. Use of ordinary sun- 
glasses will not completely eliminate 
glare because both background and 
brighter area are reduced by the same 
percentage leaving the same brightness 
difference between them. Polarizing 
lenses can sometimes be used to sel- 
ectively reduce bright spots in the 
visual field if the light in these spots is 
polarized. 

All types of colored lenses and col- 
ored windshields are dangerous while 
driving at night. They reduce the 
distance vision of headlights. This is 
particularly true of blue lenses and 
windshields, Headlights produce a very 
small amount of blue light which pass- 
es through blue lenses and windshields. 
effectively absorb the red and yellow 
light which comprises most of the 
headlight spectrum. Lenses and wind- 
shields for use at night should be clear 
and clean. — The Safety News Bulletin 
Charleston Group Companies of the 
Columbia Gas System, Inc. 


Sensible Start 


It is quite possible that the federal 
government—that is, the taxpayer — 
may soon be out of the butter business. 
This is very good news, since the sub- 
sidy program has cost the public about 
a million dollars a week for the last 
half dozen years. The favorable fac- 


tor in this development has not been 


some brilliant stroke of government 
planning. It has been mainly a matter 
of bad weather elsewhere. 

After a hard winter and Jate spring 
cut domestic production, Britain has 
had to substantially increase butter 
imports. Britain’s traditional suppli- 
ers—New Zealand, Australia and Den- 
mark—could not meet U.K. demand 
and for the first time in some years 
Britain had to come to North America, 
As a result, Ottawa has been able to 
unload 30,000,000 pounds of butter that 
is three years old, or more, at a loss of 
86 cents a pound. In addition, some 45 
million pounds of butter oj], made from 
butter stored too long to be edible, is 
expected to find markets before the 
end of this year. 

Canadians consume about 300 mil- 
lion pounds of butter a year, and pro- 
duction now stands at about that fig- 
ure. The government is still guaran- 
teeing the farmer 70 cents a pound but 
the consumer subsidy, which allowed 
housewives to buy butter at 58 cents, 
has been quietly reduced from 12 to 11 
cents. This is at least a sensible start 


Ontario Snakes on view 
at C.N.E. in Lands and 
Forests exhibit 


Toronto — There will be no danger 
of snake-bite as thousands view a 
collection of snakes common to Ont- 
ario at the C.N.E. this year. A close-up 
view of the various species will be 
a feature of the Ontario Department 
of Lands and Forests extensive exhibit 
in the great open air court of the 
Ontario Government Building, 

There'll be neither bites nor wriggles 
because the snakes have been cleverly 
reproduced in full colour in latex and 
set in typical surroundings, They will 
will be much easier to identify and 
study. 

Of 18 varieties in Ontario only 
the Massasauga rattlesnake is yeno- 
mous. Stout and 21% feet long, it is 
fairly common in the Bruce Peninsula 
and along the shores of Georgian Bay 
and there are isolated records of its 
occurrence along the shoreline of Lakes 
Erie, Huron and Ontario. Although its 
yenom is powerful the quanity is not 
great, but prompt medical attention 
is necessary if bitten. 

Though many of the other snakes 
will bite, they lack fangs and yenom 
and, at worst, can only inflict small 
punctures in the skin. Their teeth are 
short and penetration is not serious. 
normal precautions are necessary, 
however, to prevent common infection. 

Regardless of some common beliefs 
a snake’s tongue is harmless and is 
used merely as a “‘feeler”. A snake's 
scales are dry, not slimy, a milk snake 
does not suck milk from cows, The 


breath of a hog-nosed snake or puff 


adder is not poisonous, and there is 
no scientific proof that snakes swallow 
their young in time of danger. 

Here are some of the common snakes 
and how to identify them: 

Small Snakes © 

Ring-necked snake — All black or 
slate-coloured above; distinct yellow- 
ish collar around neck; belly yellow- 
ish, 

Smooth green snake (grass snake) 
— All green above; lighter on belly. 

Little Brown snake (Dekay’s snake) 
—Brown above; belly pinkish or light 
brown; narrow light stripe down back. 
Red-bellied snake (Storer’s snake, little 


copper snake) — Solid black or black- 


ish above; belly red. 
Medium-Sized Snakes 

Garter snake—Three yellowish stripes, 
one down back and one on each side; 
black or dark grey between stripes; 
belly light. Some may be dull in colour 
while others show bright colouration. 
This is the most commonly encounter- 
ed species in Ontario. 

Hog-nosed snake (puff adder, blowing 


adder) — Stout build; pointed upturn-— 


ed snout; colour variable from brown 
to grey, with dark blotches; belly yel- 
lowish or white. Absolutely harmless 
despite hissing and threatening appear- 
ance. 

Milk snake — Definite blotches of 
chocolate brown with black borders; 
background colour cream; belly pattern 
of black and white checkered appear- 
ance. 

Water snake (black water snake) — 
Variable in colour; may be brown, 
grey, or black with obscure banding 
pattern from side to side; belly white 
or yellowish.

Fox snake (womper) — Brownish 


yellow with large dark brown blotches, 


black and white checkered appearance 
on belly. 

Pilot black snake — Our largest 
snake, which has a recorded length 
of eight feet; uniform black above; 
may have obscure blotches; seems con- 
fined to Lake Brie and Lake Ontario.

What's the best way to give 
up smoking? 

I wish I knew the answer. 
The first thing to remember is 
that what will work for one 
may not for another. Any hab- 
it is at the mercy of strong mo- 
tivation. 

If you feel deeply enough, 
for any certain reason, that 
you want to stop smoking, you) 
will. If you don’t, you won't. 


You'll scrape up every excuse 
from the bottom of the barrel 
to convince yourself why il’s 


silly to stop. “Life is short, 
you may as well enjoy it, etc.” 
(Often a darn good excuse.) 


But if securely motivated, 


you can break the habit just as 


easy as snapping your fingers. 
For example,

Much of the tiredness which 
persists in many patients for 
weeks or months is due to hepa- 
titis (the patient can have it 
without being jaundiced), 
There are special laboratory 
tests which will show its pre- 
sence, 

CONTINUED BED REST?

SOMEBODY'S ALWAYS 
TAKING THE JOY 


OUT OF LIFE 
Take away the rubber 
nipple and there is always 


the thumb! 

If the littler ones could 
talk they'd describe the 
great fun and satisfaction 
there is in sucking one’s 
thumb, All’s well with the 
world of the infant when he 
ean indulge himself in such 
oral satisfaction, “He's only 
a baby,” we say. And then 
Jet him continue in his in- 
nocent pleasure. 

However, as the calendar 
counts off the days in the life 
of the infant, it is remark- 
able how many an wnder- 
standing parent becomes hip- 
ped on doing “just about any- 
thing” to prevent the “bad” 
habit -of thumbsucking. 

Some actually go to pieces 
emotionally. The parent may 
threaten and yell. But they 
do not stop there. They may 
spank, go to the dentists, 
psychologists and pediatri- 
cians, I've known of some 
distraught mothers who have 
even sought advice from their 
ministers about their child’s 
habit of thumbsucking. 

What's behind it all? Most 
will agree it is not a filthy

habit. Parents are fearful 
that continued thumbsucking 
will cause jaw deformity. So 
they tie thelr child’s hands 
to the erlb or bed. They pin 
down the arms, They paint 
bitter medicines on the thumb 
and fingers. 

What I say may call down 
on my head the wrath of my 
dental colleagues. Neverth- 
less I say it: I think it’s more 
important to worry about the 
child’s psyche than the con- 
four of his jaw. You can’t 
easily convince me that mal- 
treatment of an innocent in- 
fant or growing child will 
not bend or break something 
in his normal psychological 
pattern, I have known cases 
where too much interference 
with the thumbsucking hab- 
it has caused such compli- 
cations as evident anxiety, 
inability to feed properly, in- 
somnia and bedwetting. 

I could go on but I think 
IT have made myself clear. 
Mothers, calm down. Relax. 
Stop worrying. It's normal 
for infants to suck their 
thumb. I agree that when 
your child grows into his or 
her seventh or eight year 
and still thumbsucks it can 
be distressing to watch, But

Yet, in com- 
paratively few, there are such 
symptoms as uncomfortable 
heartburn, bleeding from the 
stomach or elsewhere. In very 
few there are intense aller- 
gic reactions. 

Apparently, you can take 
aspirin without any trouble.

Uusually we can say that 
any illmess that lasts long is 
chronic, Hor example, tuber- 
culosis, diabetes, asthma, hy- 
pertension, arteriosclerosis, 
ulcerative, colitis, ulcer of the 
stomach or duodenum, etc., 
are chronic illness. I could 
go on and on. 


And contrawise, anything 
that is short is acute. For ex- 
ample, pneumonia, a  cal- 
bunele, an attack of flue, ap- 
pendicitis, kidney stone colic, 
an attack of gout (although the 
underlying gouty arthritis may 
be of chronic nature), etc. 

In acute inflammation there 
is usually pain, redness, swell- 
ing, and fever. In chronic in-

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Low lake levels cost millions 


The loss to member vessel companies 
of the Lake Carriers’ Association, as a 
result of low Great Lakes water levels 
jn a season such as this, could reach 
as high as $18 million.in the iron ore 
trade alone, Vice Admiral James A. 
Hirshfield, Association president, told 
the Great Lakes water level conference 
in Hast Lansing, Mich,, July 28. 

The one-day siminar, held at Michi- 
gan State University, was attended 
by Canadian and U.S. delegates, in- 
cluding the President of the Great 
Lakes Waterways Development As- 
sociation, Stuart Armour: It was spon- 
sored by the University and the At- 
torney-General of the State of Michi- 
gan. 

It marked the third such conference 
to be held to date this year—seminars 
have already taken place at Toronto 
and Montreal. 

He said deficiency of one inch in the 
water levels means the loss of from 
60 to 100 tons of cargo which can be 
carried, depending on the size of the 
ship. Levels this year, he added, are 
8 inches below what they were last 
year. He estimated the season deficit 
for the entire LCA fleet at 865,000 tons 
per inch, for a total loss of 6,920,000 
tons, equivalent to the season carrying 
eapacity of 15.4 ships.

AUGUST 28, 1914 
Sugar price may drop as embargo lifted 

Ottawa, August 27. — The price of 
Sugar May come down within the next 
few days. Two things caused the rise, 
One was the increase in Canadian du- 
ties; the other was an order by the 
British government, forbidding the ex- 
portation of raw sugar from the Brit- 
ish West Indies, which have heen the 
chief source of supply of the Canadian 
refineries: Sir George H. Foster an- 
nounced that the embargo has been re- 
moved, and that Canadian refineries 
are now at liberty to bring in raw 
sugar from the southern islands. 

This will go a long way toward re- 
lieving the sugar situation in Canada, 
particularly as the Atlantic is now safe 
for the passage of freight boats: 

. Tried to burn constable's house

Military guard posted at arsenal 

Memories of 1914 were reborn in 
Lindsay yesterday when uniformed 
Soldiers took up guard position at the 
Dominion Arsenal and at the Armor- 
ies. The memories were more forcibly 
brought out by the presence of a post- 
er in the window of a Kent Street bus- 
iness house asking for recruits for the 
permanent force “at once’. 


The European war scare, which ap- 
pears to have reached such a serlous 
Stage that Canadian military authori- 
ties are taking extraordinary local pre- 
cautions, has resulted in the arrival 
here, yesterday, of 25 members of the 
Midland Regiment from Bowmanville, 
Orono, Port Mope, and Millbrook. Un- 
der the command of Captain Brim- 
Stone, the troops will set up a 24-hour 
military guard at the Arsenal and will 
remain there until further orders: Mem- 
bers of the 45th Howitzer Battery Royal 
Canadian Artillery.

The soldiers are living in tents piteh- 
ed to the south of the main arsenal 
office and are getting their meals at 
a residence on Lindsay Street south.

have done — and this in spite of the 
fact that some of the children were 
physically handicapped too. 

“For instance, there were rugs which 
showed a remarkable sense of design 
and colour; there were gay, embroider- 
ed clothes of far from simple patterns: 
there was metalwork and pottery of 
great originality. There were not only 
well-made tools, but well-made work 
resulting from their use — tables, trays, 
and lamps, solidly constructed, well- 
designed and pleasant to look at”. The 
special contribution that mentally re- 
tarded people could make to every- 
day living was shown at two extremes: 
“the startling talent shown in some 
of the paintings, and, at the other end 
of the creative scale, the fiddly, mono- 
tonous assembly work which was be- 
ing demonstrated by two teams of proud 
youngsters. At. benches they were as- 
sembling electrical plugs, making toys 
and demonstrating their mastery of 
domestic chores, such as ironing. Their 
pleasure in providing themselves to be 
of use was shown in their happy and 
contented faces as they worked’. 

At the Slough workshop it is being 
proved that there is a definite place in 
industry for mentally handicapped 
young workers who have been suitably 
trained. Once they have learned how 
to master travelling on public transport, 
handling money and so on, they go out 
to local factories and do a real job. The 
eventual aim is’ that they should re- 
turn to their home and lead a happy 
and useful life there. “But for this’, 
said Hilary Haywood, “they need the 
friendship and support that we need 
ourselves. They need a little more, 
that’s all.” — BBC London Letter 


Typist’s Joy 

“ A British aid to impeceable type- 
script carbon based on film, not paper”, 
reported Allan Murray recently in the 
‘New Idea’ programme broadcast in the 
BBC General Overseas Service. “The 
film is coated with a solvent which con- 
tains ink instead of the normal pig- 
ments or waxes; and holds it in a way 
that not only ensures a sharp, uniform- 
ly dense and fadeless imprint on at 
least eight copies — or three with the 
heavier grade — but keeps both paper 
and fingers free of smudges, and! 
leaves no smear when you rub some- 
thing out,” 

This carbon, called ‘PolyXtra’, was 
as pliable as notepaper, said Murray, 
but could not be tom. It would not 
crease, curl, or stick to copies taken 
from the machine, because it did not 
absorb moisture and was not affected 
by extremes of temperature. The sol- 
vent wore so evenly that although the 
imprint gradually lost its original dens- 
ity, the sharpness remained. “To the 
end of its working life, ‘PolyXtra’ 
makes copies which are uniformly 
clear, conspicuously neat, and en- 
tirely legible’. It cost more than or- 
dinary carbon paper, but lasted much 
longer. —BBC London Leter.

Foil-fried fillets 
flavorful food 


With increasing numbers of anglers 
hooking the big ones in lake and 
stream each year and “the one that 
got away” usually landed by the other 
fellow amateur fishermen can’t be 
too selective these days as to the 
type of fish caught. According to fish 
and wildlife biologist J. F. Gage, of 
the Department of Lands and Forests’ 
North Bay District headquarters, “angl- 
ers everywhere must learn how to get 
the most pleasure and satisfaction from 
the fish that are available.” 

Mr. Gage advises anglers not to 
overlook “the little fishes, the 10-inch 
brook trout and bass, and the pan 
fish such a yellow perch, rock bass, 


bullheads and sunfish.” There is noth- 


ing complicated in tackle or bait, nor 
is there any special skill required to 
catch these sporty little fish which 
make such tasty eating: 

A distaste for fish is usually acquired 
because of the bones, but when the art 
of filleting is learned, this is no prob- 
Tem. Mr. Gage offers a few words of 
advice to those who wish to make a 
gift of fish and would like it put on the 
platter instead of in the garbage can. 

When filleted, fish should be wrap- 
ped in wax paper and chilled until ready 
to cook. Cooking fish is an art also. 
There are a number of recipes and 
each angler has his favourite but a good 
way is to cook in aluminum foil. This el- 
iminates smoke, grease and much of 
the odour which accompanies frying 
fish; it also saves extra scrubbing of 
frying pan and plates. 

Here is Mr. Gage’s fish-in-foil recipe: 

“Take one or two fillets according to 
size and place on a piece of foil about 
12-inches square, add a few pieces of 


onion and other vegetables. season with — 


Salt and pepper, include a dab of butter 
and fold the foil, sealing the entire 
contents in a package. 

“Place the package on hot coals af- 
ter the campfire has burned down, on 
an outdoor barbecue or in a hot oven. 
After about 10 minutes the top of the 
foil shouldbe pierced to allow the steam 
to escape: Cook for another five min- 
utes, remove from the coals and it is 
ready to eat right from the package or 
transferred to a plate.” 

Mr. Gage is enthusiastic about fish- 
ing for the “pan-frys”, He says that 
“the catching of a trophy sized fish 
is an event in the day of any angler’s 
life but for consistent and dependable 
enjoyment you can’t beat the pan-size 
fish for fun ‘and good eating. The op- 
portunitites are many, the fish are co- 
operative and the competition from 
other anglers practically nil.”

Ottawa (UPI) — High com- 
nissioner Lionel Chevrier — 
Janada’s man in London — 
‘eturns to Britain today with 
ales of a flag debate which 
vill cause hardly a ripple on} 
iis diplomatic beat. 

The political veteran has 
been catching up on his coun-| 
try’s latest hassle over a dis- 
‘tinctive national flag during a 
three-week vacation with his 
wife at the summer home near 
the St, Lawrence Seaway city 
of Cornwall. Ontario. 

Still brimming with enthu- 
siasm for his job of six months, 
Chevrier candidly admits that 
the retention of the Red En- 
sign or the acceptance of Three 
Maple Leaves has had little ef- 
fect on his dealings with the 
British Government. 

“There is simply not much 
interest in the flag over there,” 
he said, but the Times of Lon- 
don did write an editorial 
“strongly in favor” of the pro- 
posed new flag. . Most who are 
interested at all think it is the 
“Jogical” thing for Canada to 
do, and some _ individuals 
“Ton’t like it,” said Chevrier. 

“At any rate I have never 
heard a word of criticism,” he 
said. “They think it is a mat-| 
ter for parliament to decide} 
and that will be the end of it.”) 

He linked such reaction to 
British “Courtesy” — the same 
kind of couresy which held 
back any “unkind” remarks 
in reference to bombings by 
Quebec separatists that occur- 
red while he was still justice 
Minister in the Pearson gov- 
ernment.

TO HELP CURE ILLNESS? 
Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Out- 
side of filling them up with 
tranquilizers to quiet them, | 
how can you keep sick child-| 
ren in bed? No parent wants 
to dope up their children to; 
keep them quiet. What is the} 
answer? For example, con- 
sider my youngest daughter. 
She has measles. Still has a 
fever, but won't stay in bed. 
She screeches and screams if I 
leave her alone. She wants to 
be out with the rest of the 


fwmily. What does one do?-

Comment: If you can’t lick, 


‘em, join ‘em. Lately, there 
seems to be enough scientific 
evidence to raise doubts in| 
our minds whether or not 
prolonged bed rest is essential 
in all illnesses. We may be 
doing our youngsters a dis-| 
service by literally chaining 
them to their beds when they 
are so anxious to get out, even 
though they may still have 
fever, 

This may apply to some 


mute our bed sentence. But 
perhaps we don't have to stay 
in bed so long. 

For example, in “Modern 
Medicine” I have been reading 
an abstract of an article writ- 
ten by R. S. Tlingsworth, M.D., 
of Sheffield, England, which I 
agree with in principle. He 
writes: 

“Strict bed rest offers few 
advantages over early ambula- 
tion in treatment of most 
childhood diseases. Unneces- 
sary confinement to bed is bor- 
ing, makes sleep at night more! 
difficult, and isolates the child.) 
In fact some children exert 
less energy when up than 
when in bed. Bed rest does 
not appear to shorten the dura- 
tion of fever or of illness in 
children with respiratory in- 
infections. Patients with lobar 
pneumonia usually may be out 
of bed after one or two days, 
During the pre-eruptive phase 
of measles, children generally 
want to be in bed, but they 
may be allowed up as soon as 
they feel well enough. Rheu- 
matie fever patients with act- 
ive carditis (heart inflamma-
